Vali, or Turkish Governor, protestang against the same. The Vali thereupon, 
thinking it inexpedient to excite the wrath of the wild Arabs, wrote to Con. 
stantinople and received sanction to have the disinfection scheme given up. But. 
the doctors insisted on the danger of an outbreak of cholera, and.urged the need 
for the precautionary measure. The Bedouins got exasperated at the persistence of 
the doctors to adhere to their scheme, and gave out among the people that the 
doctors in question were Christians who desired to harass the Musalmdn pilgrims 
by compelling them to undergo the disinfection. This caused a great excitement in 
the town. Several of the doctors were seized and made naked in the bazar to see 
if they were Christians. Several thousand men fell on the disinfecting machine and 
broke it to pieces, and sacked the hospital that stood close by. The same day while 
this occurrence was taking place at Mecca, a number of Bedouins attacked the Eng- 
lish, French and Russian consulates at Jeddah. These events have caused a great 
sensation throughout the Hedjaz country. A Commission is coming from Constan- 
tinople to make inquiry into the affairs. Bodies of influential Arab clans are staying 
in the suburbs of Mecca waiting to see what shape}the matter takes, being ready 
to measure swords with Christians if necessary. The Arabs do not also approve of 
the compliant attitude the Turkish Sultan has adopted towards the demand of the 
Christian Powers in Europe for administrative reforms in Armenia. The Bedouins 


think that His Majesty ought never to play a sneaking, servile réle before
